Beset on two sides and with one of her 
leading cities already reported in the hands of 
the Roumanians, a declaration of war from Bul- 
garia is momentarily expected. It was reported 
from Berlin that simultaneous declarations 
would be made by Bulgaria and Turkey, but 
that the date was not yet known. The Turkish 
Council of Ministers already has decided to 
strike, it is announced, the decision having been 
reached on August 29. The situation in Sofia 
however, is said to be serious. The Wireless 
Press prints a despatch to the effect that Bul- 
garia has notified the Central Empires that 
200,000 Turks must be sent to her aid if she is to 
declare war on Roumania.

An airman files into a cloud, sud- 
denly the finger of his compass be- 
gins to whirl around like a clock 
gone mad.

“In a cloud you can never tell 
whether you're over the enemy's 
lines.. You may come right down 
onto his trenches before you know it. 
Clouds, the low kinds, are the most 
deadly things we bave to fear.”

Many realize the need of a universal lan- 
“puage. The inability of one race to understand 
Sather places a barrier between them that can 
‘only be ‘surmounted by considerable study. 
languages. Esperanto, it seems, -has not made 
“much headway, and, while not familiar with 
method or ‘system, we have a plan which 
Seems practical. : 

The vocabulary of the average man is ex- 
‘tremely. dimited. The number of words required 
im the ordinary course of business or personal 

: activities will probably. not exceed a thousand. 
{An organization should be formed composed of 
one representative from each of the. leading 
8; countries of the Caucasian race. Their voting 
«power ‘will be in proportion to the number of 
» ‘people having a thorough knowledge of their 
Janguage. For example, let us assume there are 
~2,000,000,000 Caucasians. . One billion’ of them 
“speak English. The English representative 
‘would therefore be entitled to choose one-half 
@ of: the words considered necessary for the uni- 
‘versal vocabulary, the others choosing in pro- 
“portion to the number of their people. They 
could single out, for instance, words which are 
‘more or less universal now and adopt them 
with perhaps but little variation in spelling and 
pronunciation. They could also, as a basis for

Our gods tell us that we should not 
harm even the tiniest insect, Then to 





































damned our forefathers to suffer 
through all eternity! We cannot 
trust'such a God as He. But we are 
told that your message is altogether 
different from that of the mission- 
aries.” 
We had to apologize to these men, 
and to tell them that they were quite 
right, but that they had been misin- 
formed respecting the true character 
of the God of the Bible. We assur 
ed them that we would be glad to re- 
main longer and tell them about .be 
true God, but that our appointments 
made it necessary that we go on at 
once, Wedo not know whether 
they heard us at any other point or 
not; and so we leave the matter.

“Many Germans Pitan great admiration 
‘for our. Shakespeare. - We say “profess”. because 
At is highly doubtful if the Germans as a people, 
“are, capable of. really appreciating the greatest 
- of Englishmen, except superficially. But there 
has sprung up a Shakespeare cult among them, 
or rather.a Shakespeare dissection orga tion. 
“It, of course, began by arriving at the conclusion 
that Shakespeare was a German, only accident- 
ally descended from unknown members of gen- 
* erations of Englishmen barn and bred in Eng- 
“ Jand.. 

Nothing is impossible to Germans s0 they 
‘believe. They are incapable, of understandiing 
.,thelr inability. to comprehend human psycholo- 
gy other than their own. Whether or nc they 
understand their own “psychology,” is a prob- 
Jem not to be solved until it has been determined 
“whether the average German is possessed of a 
: “psyche.” Recent evidence-does not favor the 
affirmative. And, psychology -without a psyche 
+ is almost as lamentably bereft as theology with- 
out a Theos. 
But there. is.a wealth ot “everyday philoso- 
‘phy and practical shrewdness ‘voiced by Shake- 
_ speare which’ should appeal to most Germans, 
“however “dull of comprehension they may be 
“9 ‘with regard to his finer human qualities and 
spiritual beauties. To illustrate our meaning 
= by one or two direct references—the supreme 
* command and official personnel of the German 
°“High Seas Fleet” should have no difficulty in 
recognizing the full force of the remark of “‘Gon- 
zalo” in “The Tempest:” “I would fain die 
a dry.death.” Since the battle of Jutland, they 
must appreciate as never before the fervidness 
of “Gonzalo’s” exclamation: “Now would I give 
@ thousand furlongs of sea for an acre of barren 
ground!” When the fleet of the “Admiral of the 
Atlantic” came out again, the other day, for the 
purpose of letting it be boasted that they had 
come out, it is safe to conclude that their ven- 
ture was made in the same spirit as the sallies of 
* Tittle rats from a beleaguered hole of theirs, with 
big rats back of them, more threatening than 
the enemy in front. They came and won an- 
other “glorious victory” of the kind which de- 
lights and affords indefinite opportunities to the 
Kaiser’s imagination. They submarined two 
small British cruisers. They lost one of their 
battie cruisers, and scurried off as hastily as 
‘ever, to the protecting gates of the Kiel Canal, 
being very fain to die, if not an absolutely “dry 
death” at least as near an approach to it as pos- 
sible in the putrid waters of the Canal. 
3 In speaking of the Germans and not of their 
Emperor in this connection we are deliberate. 
‘The somewhat cynical and outwardly irréverent 
yémark that “an honest god is the noblest work 
“of men,” becomes an obvious trulsm when ap- 
plied to a people and their rulers. If.an honor- 
able Government is the most creditable creation 
of a State, an utterly discreditable one, is their 
supreme disgrace. Tested by this measure, what 
must be thought of the German people? That 
they had much good in them originally, and 
great possibilities of higher development, is 
not to be doubted. But they willingly gave 
themselves up to be moulded at the will of the 
Prussian Hohenzollerns and their henchmen 
the Junkers. And, as wrote Garrick, some two 
hundred years ago: ‘Corrupted freemen are the 
worst of slaves.” That the people of Germany 
with the exception of the Prussians are corrup- 
ted freemen, no one who knows their history 
will deny. The Prussians until between four 
and five hundred years ago, were not only heath- 
en but practically savages. Evidently they are 
little if any better today. They\were only con- 
verted to Christianity about the time of the dis- 
covery of America. They are showing them- 
selves as barbarous still as the worst of the sur- 
viving but degenerate Indians of Mexico, The 
cruellest of the impulsive deeds of the Mexican 
outlaws during the past few years, pale into gen- 
tleness when compared with the deliberate ac- 
tions of the “corrupted freemen” of the Kaiser's 
hosts. Britain and France became Christian 
countries in the time of the immediate succes- 
sors of the Apostles.

From the frost-bitten Crimea the} ii 
Connaught Rangers were dispatched 
to the sun-baked plains of India to}/ij 
aid in the quelling of the Indian|/j 
Mutiny. Under Sir Hugh Rose the 
regimént fought with ita usual dar- 
ing, and the natives had cause to 
remember the whirlwind charges of 
the ‘Irish Devils.”” 

During the Kafir War Major 
Moore, of th. Connaughts, obtained 
the V.C. With his regiment he fig- 
ured in the fiercest fighting of the 
campaign. On one occasion he had 
his horse shot under him three times 
in one day. He won the V.C. for en- 
deavoring to rescue a wounded pri- 
vate from the Kaffirs, when he shot 
two natives and received an assegal 
through his arm during the gallant 
attempt. 

The Connaught Rangers served in 
both South African Wars and won 
many honors. In the campaign of 
1899-1902 a gallant feat of the 
Irishmen opened up the way to the 
Relief of Ladysmith. Under a dead- 
ly fire 1,200 ‘Rangers charged the 
Boer trenches at the famous Battle 
of the Tugela Helghts. Only 600 
survived, but they formed up bebind 
a fringe of rocks, and beld the enemy 
in thelr trenches whilst Sir Redvers 
Buller swung his army round on the 
left wing and trapped his opponents.

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HUN WAR MEDALS, 


Big Collection is Belng FEatablished 
in the British Museum. 


The British Museum has recently 
acquired, for the most part as a gift 
from a friend of the National Collec- 
tions, a small but representative 
series of medals made in Germany 
since the outbreak of the war, Al- 
though these medals bear no signs of 
being issued by official authority, the 
impression they give is that they con- 
stitute part of the semi-official pro- 
paganda which Germany has devel- 
oped to so ren.arkable a degree. 

But whatever their origin, there 
can be no doubt that they provide a 
singularly interesting index to the 
state of mind of the Germans, and it 
is fortunate that a number of these 
records have been secured for the 
National Collections, although, as 
the galleries are closed, they will not 
be visible to the public until after 
the war. They are described as fol- 
lows in the London Times:

-Thoy 
submitted to Mr. McKenna, Chancel- 
jor of the Exchequer, a plan for a 
vampalgo, It was a radical venture 
for the conservative Treasury De- 
partment, but Mr. McKenna belloved 
that {t would pay and had the cour- 
age to approve the scheme. Vast 
suins have been needed, and the ad- 
vertisements have been made strong 
io meet the occasion. Business men 
have been appealed to with such 
crisp bita as: “Use your money to 
save the lives of the men who are 
fighting your battles,” and “Turn 
your soveretyns {oto soldiers.” Even 
the women who “have nobly helped 
the war in a thousand ways’ have 
been asked to ‘aid further by lending 
thelr money, One advéftieement 
which has attracied grea€ attebtion 
is In the form of the following imax- 
Inary conversation between a civillan 
and a soldier, urder the heading, 
“What is the price of one of your 
arms?": 

Civillan—How did you lose your 
arm, my lad? 

Soldier—-Fighting for you, sir! 

Civilian—I'm grateful to you, my 
lad. 

Soldier—How much are you grate. 
ful, sir? 

Civillan—Wha: do you mean? 

Soldier—How ‘such money hava 
you lent your country? 

Civillan—Whbut has that to do 
with it? 

Soldier—A lot. How much fa ova 
of your arms worth? 

Civillan—I'd pay anything rather 
than Jose an arm, 

Soldier—Very well. Put the price 
of your arm, or ae much as you can 
afford, into Exchequer bonds or war 
saving certificates and lend your 
money to your country, 

The recently inaugurated plan 
whereby small savings may be turn- 
ed into war loans at 5 per cent, com- 
pound interest, 15 shillings and ajx- 
Pence returning 20 shillings at the 
end of five years, has been advertls- 
ed in many ways, the most striking 
displays being those pointing out 
that 124 cartridges can be bought for 
16 shillings and sixpence, and that 
six hand grenades cost only 15 shil- 
Mngs. 

The advertising that has brought 
about the greatest criticlam from the 
more conservative people.is that con- 
demning extravagance, it being 
maintained that It is beneath the dig- 
nity of the Government to deal with 
such matters in this way. Many 
business men also are said to have 
attacked this campaign, for it was 
striking hard at their business. It 
was a delicate matter to handle, but 
the Government kept putting out ade 
with the result that there bas been a 
decided turn in favor of economy 
throughout the country, 





In the Same Grave, 


Here is a remarkable story of how 
& corporal {n the Loyal North Lan- 
cashire Regiment died in the recent 
fighting on the Vimy Ridgé, 

“One of our chaps,” writes a com- 
rade of the dead man In The Times, 
“was so upset by the cries of a 
wounded German that he crawled 
out on bis hands and knees to help 
the lad to come in. He got to him, 
and the two started back to ‘the 
crater. The machine-gun fire jn- 
creased, and both were hit. Later 
we found both dead, holding each 
other's arms, 

“The act, made a great impression 
upon our Hun prisoners, and several 
of them asked to be present when 
the dead Lancashire lad and the Ger- 
man he had died for were lald In tho 
Bame grave.”

Nothing, however, daunts Lieb- 
knecht, for he comes of fighting 
stock. His father, Wilhelm Lieb- 
knecht, fought for Bebel, the fam- 
ous Socialist, almost precisely the 
same battle, during and after the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870, and 
was sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisanment in a fortress for “‘treason- 
able intentions." Herr Liebknecht 
himself suffered confinement for 18 
months-in' a’ fortress for refusing to 
stop what were regarded as ‘‘sedi- 
tious” speeches. His Imfrieonment 
merely resulted in bis being return- 
ed at the election of 1908 to the 
Prussian Landtag, one of the parlla- 
ments of:the countries constituting 
the German Empire, 

A still greater sensation was to 
come when, In 1912, he was hapanres 
the 
Prussian royal borough, the Potsdam 
constituency, where the court and 
military naturally constituted the 
greatest social forces. . 

An ‘excellent speaker, with a tem- 
perament full of enthusiasm and 
fre, highly educated and well read, 
Liebknecht soon became a leader 
among, Socialists. Although the So- 
cialist Parliamentary group has ex- 
pelled_ him from its supine ranks 
meantime, there is no doubt that 
Liecbknecht has a tremendous follow- 
ing of sympathizers, These are 
growing stronger every day as the 
people recognize what he has in- 
sisted on telling them time after 
time, viz., that Germany is waging 
not a defensive, but an offensive war,

or “kick’’ which changes the position 
of the weapon. In the .75, however, 
the recoil is received upon a set of 
springs, and the aim remains the 
same. Therefore It is possible to fire 
the .75 once every two seconds. 
Therefore it has been possible for the 
French to defend Verdun and to ac- 
complish other miracles, 

More than twenty years ago the 
Germans were almost able to pene- 
trate the secret of the hydraulic con- 
trol, aa is recalled in a long article in 
Le Siecle by Gaston Rive, which 
shows how this secret, kept inviolate 
until! this day, was-involved in the 
Dreyfus case. The Dreyfus case is 
22 yeara old, and most of us have 
forgotten the particulars of it, and 
recall merely the central fact that 
Dreyfus was convicted'of having sold 
certain French military secrets to 


Germany, and that he was later hon- 


orably acquitted, 


his old military

Legion of Honor pinned upon him. 
In the meantime he had’ been to 
Devil’s Island, and had suffered un- 


speakable, almost unimaginatfe hor- 





rors. One of the secrets which Drey- 
fus was accused of having tried to 
sell was that of the, hydraulic con- 
trol of the .120 gun. That brake or 
control had been so successful that 
it was applied to the .75, and when 
the first discovery was made In the 
Dreyfus case, this secret was about 
to be transferred to Germany, 


A Royal Criminal. 

Opinion im fast developing In the 
direction of proclaiming the Kalser 
the Royal criminal, with whom the 
Allies will refuse to negotiate terms 
of peace, whose head they will de- 
mand as the primary condition of 
any settlement of the war. The an- 
alogy of the attitude of the Alliea in 
March, 1815, towards Napoleon thus 
emerges as of more than historical 
interest. A declaration was then 
made that Napoleon had “deprived 
himself of thc protection of the Jawa, 
and made it evident In the fact of the 
universe that there can no longer be 
either peace or truce with bim."' And 
this sentence was added in that astern 
declaration: ‘‘The powers, therefore, 
declare that Buonaparte has placed 
himself out of the pale of civil and 
social relations, and that as the gen- 
eral enemy and disturber of the 
world he {s abandoned to public jua- 
tice."’—London Chronicle.

; actually abdicated, it is 
iit quite clear he might-as 
of Greece is now impossible. Had 
Constantine adopted the ‘position of a 
constitutional monarch, abiding’ by 
the decisions of the responsible Gov- 
ernment elected’ by the people, no 
matter which way the wind blew in 
the Balkan crisis, his throne wou'd 
have been assured him, as well as tho 
respect of his people. But Constan- 


tine had secret relations with the 
Kalser, through his wife, a Hohensol- 
lern, and fought desperately to keep 
Greece from alding the Allies, much 
though ft owed Britain and France 


as guarantors. His partisanship for 


the Kaiser brought him into conflict 


zelos, as skilful a statesman as ever 
atrode a Grecian street, and for 
months the struggle has been carried 
on, until at last the’ Rotumanian de- 
claration of war has decided the 
issue. Reports say Constantine has 
given up bis monarchy, and gone to 
bis Teuton friends. From now on, 
in any event, his day {s-done. His 
German queen has dragged him into 
a@ practical dethronement, 

The reports of revolution in Mace- 
donia indicate that Greece Is becom- 
ing a prey to anarchy. No one knows 
whether the Zalmis Coverninent has 
resigned or not, but st was essential- 
ly a peace Government, formed as a 
sort of stop-gap between the forced 
dissolution of the Skouloudis Minis- 
try and a return to offre of Veni- 
zelos. The Zaimis Government is 
not strong enough to contro! national 
feeling in these days of turbulence 
and change, Without the king it 
could not fast a week. The uppoint- 
ment a week or two ago of a pro- 
Ally general as chief of staff of the 
army, replacing the king’s nominee, 
the notorious pro-German Bous- 
manis, was a sigoificant surrender to 
the force of circumstances. Con- 
stantine may have consented to this, 
feeling that the Allics would be paci- 
fied by the suppression of rampant 
pro-Germanism in the army, but he 
reckoned wrongly if he thought he 
could escape his Nemesis so easily, 
The duel between him and Venizelos, 
that has been proceeding ever since 
he dismissed the latter from office 
when it was proposed to aid Serbia, 
had to go on until either one or the 
other was eliminated. Venizelos oc- 
cupled a very strong position, be- 
cause the masses of Greeks follow 
bis leadership, while Constantine had 
the support chiefy of the higher 
army officers, the court cireles and 
the reactionaries willing to support 
rule by a sovereicn rather than by a 
constitutional government, The 


ca Was strong enough to prevent 
physical harm to Venizelos, and so 
events were left to work out the pe- 
culiar problem of Greek war policy. 

It is not clear that the Allies desire 
the aid of the Greek army. Undoubt- 
edly they want a friendly Greece be- 
bind them, and a unity in the Bal- 
kans that will permanently end Teu- 
ton influence there. Only Bulgaria 
and Turkey now are on the Teuton 
side, and military developments may 
soon make both of these impotent. 
Constantine knew that if be did not 
prevent Greece from adhering strong- 
ly to the Entente side, Bulgaria 
might be deterred from aiding the 
Kaiser, When Ferdinand of Sofa 
took the plunge, the league of kings 
found a willing adberent in Constan- 
tine. Whatever the latter could do, 
constitutionally or unconatitutional- 
ly, to block Allied organization or 
progress, he did it. The army is not 
especially pro-Ally, | Indeed, when 
the soldiers were demobilized under 
Pressure from the Entente, staf off- 
cers Jectured Lhe soldiers as follows: 
“You are married men with familica 
most of you, and you have been call- 
ed to the colors for mobilization oy 
Venizelos, You suffered hardships 
and your families were left to starve 
simply because Venizelos wanted you 
to help the forelgnera who occupied 
our country, humiliated our king, 
and now want to send him away 
from Greece, 
elect the representatives for Parlia- 
ment. If you elect Venizelos and his 
friends you will be mobilized again 
and made to fight for the forcign- 
ers, the English, French, Ruasians, 
and Italians, and you will make the 
king abdicate. If you want to be 
traitora to your country’ and your 
king all you have to do is to elect 
Venizelos.” 

It {a sald that the soldiers, having 
no enthusiasm for a dght, would 
vote against Venizoloa. But that is 
not borne out by recent happenings, 
The brave resistance of the Greek 
commander at Seres ta the Bulgarian 
advance, the rushing of hundreds of 
volunteers to the colors, the almost 
revolutionary aspect of the great 
Venizellat meetings, do not indicate 
a lukewarmness by: the Greeks. The 
occupation of Greek Macedonian 
towns by the Bulgarians is like the 
flaunting of a red rag before a, bull. 
Constantine may have been willing 
to acquiesce, to be a traitor to his 
country’s Integrity and honor, but 
the Greeks as a nation have not 
been, They seem to have been en- 
feebled in thoir national strength of 
character by the bitter ~ struggle 
among the leaders, by the vacillating 
and degrading spectacle Greece has 
presented officially, The Queen's 
pernicious Influence not only held 
Constantine In her grip, but it suc- 
ceeded in implanting a national sus- 
piclousness toward the Entente 
among the minds of Greek soldiers. 
The Queen threatened to leave 
Greece, and “‘never look her husband 
In the face again” if Venizelos re- 
turned to power.

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pie QUEBEC, Sept. 11.—The Central span of the new Quebec bridge collapsed at 10.15 this 
a morning while being hoisted into position. Considerable loss of life if feared, but no figures can 
be given as yet. The ill-fated span, which was 640 feet long and weighed over 5,500 tons, had 
been constructed on pontoons at Sillery Cove three miles east of Quebec and towed under the 
gap in the bridge by nine tugs. The work of hauling it into- position by 8,000 ton hydraulic 
jack chains having links thirty inches in diameter, had proceeded only a short ‘time when the 
collapse came. The disaster occurred before the eyes‘of several hundred Senators, Members of

gates.”” Now the question arises: To 
whom were these words addressed? 
In the first verse we read, “And God 
spake all these words, saying, ‘I am 
the Lord thy God which have 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt; out of the land of bondage’ ”, 
‘Now every reader of the Bible knows 
, that the Israelites. were the people 
who were in bondage to the Egyp- 
tions, and were made free and 
brought out of that Iand “through 
a mighty hand and by a stretched 
out arm”.

battle line the Germans today launched counter-attacks of fran- 
tic bitterness. Everywhere their attempts to regain the ground 
lost since the resumption of the Allies’ big push a week ago to- 
day broke down with severe losses, according to the French and 
British official reports. They were unable to wrest from the 
Entente troops an inch of the lost ground. 

Only at one point, between Belloy-en-Santerre and Bar- 
leaux, did the Germans make as much as a temporary gain. 
They were immediately driven out of the trench in which they 
had won a foothold, by a vigorous French counter-attack. The 
short-lived success was scored, according to the French af- 
ternoon communique, with the aid of jets of liquid flame. 

The British have taken 350 prisoners during the last twenty- 
four hours. They repulsed a violent counter-attack northeast of

6,000, to a depth varying between 300 and 3,000 yards. The im- 
portant points netted by the seven days’ advance are the Falfe- 
mont Farm, Leuze Wood and the villages of Guillemont and 
Ginchy. 

The village of Ginchy, which the British took Saturday af- 
ternoon, is the last remaining fortified place separating the 
British from the important German railway centre, Combles, 

Combles is now under fire from three sides; by the British 
from the northwest and west, and by the French from the south- 
west. Its fall is now believed to be a matter of a few days. 

The French again won the day at Verdun. In what is de- 
scribed officially as a “brilliant action” they took 100 more pris- 
oners east of Fleury, west of the Meuse, bringing the total up to 
300, and crushed a German attack west of Fort Vaux. 

A statement issued by the War Office at Paris reviewing re- 
cent operations says: 

“Reports received from various sectors of the Somme front 
agree as to the importance of the losses sustained by the enemy 
during his last attack. The number of Gernran bodies‘found in 
trenches, communication trenches and shelters ig considerable. 
Prisoners taken by French troops alone north and south of the 
Somme since September 3 amount to 7,700 men, including about 
100 officers’ 

The German War Office this afternoon reported the re- 
pulse of a. British attack on the nine and a half mile front be- 
tween Thiepval and Combles and of a French assault between 

Belloy-en-Santerre and Barleaux. Northwest of Chaulnes 
French prisoners and six machine guns were taken. 

The statement admits that the French pentrated the Ger- 
man positions south of Thiamont field work and east of Fleury, 
but asserts they were driven out by a counter-attack. 

With the German Army on the Bapaume Front in France, 
Sept. 7 (via Berlin to London, Sept. 10).—German officers with 
whom the Associated Press correspondent conversed during the 
present three days’ visit to this front admit freely that the Anglo- 
French armies have gained ‘some successes in their Somme of- 
fensive, and that it is not impossible that they will crush back 
the German front a few more miles in spots by 2 continuation 
of the stupendous hammering with artillery and human flesh. 
But they declare that the successes are relatively insignificant 
and without effect on the ultimate result of the war. On the 
other hand, they express themselves as convinced that the Ger- 
man army, by virtue of its trained General Staff and veteran 
company of regimental officers, is enormuosly superior to the 
hastily-raised British levies. The French army they consider 
well-officered and well-trained. 

The artillery preparation for the great allied ‘attack last 
Sunday and Monday Is described by soldiers and French civili- 
ans, who heard or saw it from points behind the lines, as the 
most stupendous of the campaign. On the hills for four or five 
miles behind the front it was necessary to shout at the top of the 
voice in order to conduct a conversation.

Every child should be like his fa- 
ther; that is to say, if mankind were 
normal, and every child well born, 
such would be the natural course of 
things. The love between the father 
and the mother of a child would then 
tend to produce that very desirable 
result. The father would be so noble 
that he would be the mother’s ideal, 
and the child would be in the 
father’s likeness. Hence when qur 
Lord speaks of His followers as being 
Uke their Father, He implies that we 
have been begotten of the Holy 
Spirit, have become children of the 
Highest One, our Heavenly Father, 
and are developing His character- 
likeness. 

We are not to understand that the 
Lord Jesus was addressing every- 
body, in the words of our text. No; 
we are to make a wide distinction 
between Jesus’ disciples and the 
world. We remember that Jesus said 
to some, “Ye are of your father the 
Devil; for his worke ye do.” (John 
3:44.) And when we get the right 
focus on the matter, we see that, as 
the Apostle tells us, “The whole 
world Meth in the Evi! One.” (1 John 
6: 19. R.V.) We see that Adam in 
the beginning was a son of God, as 
the Bible dectares.—Luke 3:38. 

God created man in His own 
image, as we read. The first man, 
Adam, was God-like—in the sense 
that his mind and his heart were pre- 
disposed to righteousness. Man was 
not made physically in God’s lke- 
ness; for God is not a man. Man 
was made in the mental and moral 
Ukeness of his Maker. Thus it was 
that God placed man on trial, with 
the provision that he might maintain 
this perfect Hfe by obedience; that 
then God would direct bim as His 
eblld; and that Adam's children 
would all be God's children, because 
‘born in their father's likeness, who 
was created In the Heavenly Father’s 
likeness. And thus it would continue 
all down through the ages, Instead 
of being more or less weak and fall- 
en, all human beings would then 
have been glorious sons of God:

The Prince was found by Trappist 
monks and taken to their monastery 
where he died’ soon after. The monks 
were/ ordered to evacuate the monas- 
tery, and Father Bernard visiting the 
cloister on the following day, : found 
the body of the Prince was missing. 

Later the Prince’s family appealed 
to the Pope to obtain information as 
to the disposition of the’ Prince’s 
body, but without success. Tho Petit 
Parisien writer says the body re- 
poses in a humble cemetery in Haze- 
brouck, that it was kept two days in 
a house there, was once interred but 
exhumed at night, and finally buried 
in a coffin, costing thirty. francs, 
which Were advanced by a poor man 
out of pity. 

Prince Maximilien was 20 years of 
age, and the son of the youngest sis- 
ter of Emperor William of Germany. 
Previously it had been stated that he 
was fatally wounded in an engage- 
ment near Mont Descats, on Oct. 12, 
1914, and that the body was buried 
in a monastery. - He was a sub-lieu- 
tenant in an infantry regiment, and 
was 4 nephew of Alexander Fréder- 
ick, the Landgrave of Hesse, the se- 
cond and non-relgning branch of the 
Hesse family.

When Sir Francis was dying on his 
ship in the West Indies, he desired 
his comrades to take home his drum, 
telling them that, if at any time 
great danger threatened England 
and the drum + were sounded, ‘his 
spirit would return and help to scat- 
ter the enemy, as he had done the 
great Armada. So the drum was 
brought home, and hung in Buck- 
land Abbey, near Plymouth. 

Twice dire danger has threatened 
Britain, and twice has the great sea 
hero’s drum been tapped! On each 
occasion the spirit of the famois sea- 
fighter entered the British admiral, 
and enabled him to vanquish the foe. 

The first time was when the re- 
doubtable Van Tromp nailed a broom 
to his masthead and announced his 
intention of sweeping the British 
from the seas. The drum, however, 
was tapped, and Blake turned the 
tables, definitely settling once and 
for all the Dutch ambition of being 
supreme at sea, for Drake's spirit 
entered Into that of the Northum- 
brian admiral. 

Drake's drum was tapped for the 
second time when the country was 
menaced by France, and, the spirit of 
the Elizabethan sallor responding, 
Nelson beat the French fleet, So, at 
least, runs the legend, and should 
the existence of the British Empire 
be threatened the drum will be tap- 
ped again.

tions of one of the banqueting apart- 
ments of the famous Nonsuch Palace, 
the favorite resort of Queen Eliza- 
beth in the spacious times of three 
centuries or 60 ago. ‘ 

To this day a field adjoining the 
site of the celebrated palace, which 
in its day eclipsed the gaieties of 
even Hampton Court, is known as 
Diana's Dyke from an old tradition 
that it contained a bath used by 
Queen Elizabeth, embellished with 
appropriate statues of Diana and 
Agttacon. As it now stands Ewell 
Castle is remarkable for its Japan- 
ese garden, which is stated to be 
unique of its kind.

Macadam ronds are said to be un- 
sultable to the new conditions of mo- 
tor transportation on the main high- 
way.

Concrete roads are favored by many 
experta. They are more expensive 
than macadam, but it ta believed the 
initial expense more than adjusts it- 
self in the longer period of wear. 

In cgnnection with the improve- 
ment of by-ways, the policy of the 
Liberal representatives in the On- 
tarlo Legislature has been drafted to 
meet the demands of the farmer;

are fast finding recognition among 
the farming community. 

It was a Liberal Government which 
in 1896 {initiated the Good Roads 
Movement, realizing the importance 
of country roads as a factor in trans- 
Portation, and recognizing their 
value to the farmer in making agri- 
culture more’ profitable, farm life 
more agreeable, and in increasing

Bulgar-Teuto invaders the city and 
fortress of Dobritch (Bazardjik), 50 
miles south-east of Bucharest, -after 
@ 24 hours’ battle, beginning imme 
diately after fts fail Saturday. Do- 
brachi, a small town near Dobritch, 
also was retaken. This first import- 
ant Canine scored by the Rouman- 
and their Muscovite ally since 
‘s entrance into the war, 

was announced by the Bucharest 
War Office Sunday night as follows: 

“Russian and Roumanian troops 
droye the Bulgarians from Bazardjik 
(Dobric) and Dobasci.” 
It Is certain that the Germans and 
Bulgara have had to give up the 
Black Sea ports of Kavarna and Kall 
Akra, which are north of Basardjik. 
These points are on the Teutonic 
right fank. News that they have 
been forced out of Aflatar, little 
more than ten miles south of the 
Roumanian fortresa of Silistria, is 
expected at any time. 

This driving back of the Teutonic

tain to be followed by a withdrawal

-| Borth of captured Tutrakan. Basard- 


Jik, the recaptured city, is south of 
a line drawn straight east from Tu- 
trakan, and if the Teutons in Tutra- 
kan do not withdraw they will be 
caught with the Russians and Rou- 
manians in front of them and the 
Danube and Roumania behind. 

The result will be that the Russo- 
Roumanian plan of an invasion of 
Bulgaria from the Dobrudja will be 
carried. out, and with greater chance 
of success than If the Teutons never 
bed invaded Roumania. Together 
with the reported Roumanian ad- 
vance Into Serbia, this would cut off 
the Bulgarian and Teuton forces in 
the Balkans and pin them between 
General Sarrail’s army at Salonica 
and the Russo-Roumanian armies to 
the north. 

In the northern Transylvanian 
Alps the Russo-Roumanian forces 
captured six towns, including Toplit- 
za, 14 miles north of Orzova, the 
othera being San Milai, Deline, Ciur- 
ghiurgen and Senmigian. They re- 
pulsed a counter-attack south of 
Mehbadla, 15 miles north of Orzova, 

The Roumanian seaport of Con- 
stanza was again bombarded by Ger- 
man and Bulgarian aeroplanes, ac- 
cording to the Roumanian War Of- 
fice statement, 

A Russo-Roumanian. army has be- 
gun an invasion of Serbia. Sweeping 
southwards from Orzova, taking the 
identical course the Teutons took in 
their whirlwind campaign through 
the little kingdom, the new invaders 
have penetrated as far as Negotin, 
seven miles inside of the Serbian 
border, occupying the town, accord- 
ing to an Athens despatch to The 
Dally News. 


Thus the first blow In the long- 
heralded Allied campaign for the 
isolation of the Central Empires 


from Bulgaria and Turkey by cut- 
ting the Berlin-Constantinople-Bag- 
dad railway has been struck. Indeed, 
the Athens despatch adds that the 
Russo-Roumanian troops are ad- 
vancing toward the Orient railway, 
To reach it they ba¥e to cover 60 
more miles. 

Through thfs new Serbian invasion 
the Teutonic and Bulgarian armies 
ip Macedonia are placed between two 
formidable thrusts, a French-British- 
Serbian thrust from Salonica and an 
attack from the Russo-Roumanian 
forces, An added menace Iles in the 
possible thwarting of the Bulgar- 
Teuton campaign in Roumania, 
which would result in a simultancous 
Russian drive for Constantinople and 
a@ second Musso-Roumanian invasion 
of Serbla from the east.

As a result, they 
completed the capture of Ginchy and 
took all of the ground between the 
village and -Leuze Wood.  Further- 
more, they pushed their lines for- 
ward 300 yards on a front of 500 
yards east of High Wood. 

Simultaneously successfully erusb- 
ing in the northern tip of the salient 
formed by the Somme drire, the Brit- 
ish gained an additional 600 yards to 
the north-east of Posleres. The head- 
quarters statement issued Sunday 
night tells of heavy casualties suffer- 
ed by the Germans, particularly 
while massing for a counter-attack 
during the British action near Poz- 
jeres, the Teutons being caught oy 
the British artillery fire. 


The French forces on the Somme; 


contented themselves with minor ac- 
tlons Sunday. They captured some 
German trenches east of Belloy-en- 
Santerre, south-west of Barleux, 
taking 30 prisoners; and earlier !n 
the day took a small wood east of 
this village, and made further pro- 
gress east of Deniecourt. Including 
Sunday's captures, the French have 
taken more than 8,000 prisoners 
since last Sunday. 

At every vital point of the Somme 
battle line the Germans 
launched counter-attacks of 
bitterness. Everywhere their at- 
tempts to regain the ground lost 
since the resumption of the Allies‘ 
big push a week ago Sunday broke 
down with severe losses, according -o 
the French and British offictal re- 
ports. They were unable to wrest 
from the Entente troops an inch of 
the lost terrain. 

Only at one point between Belloy- 
en-Santerre and Barleux, did the Ger- 
mans make as much an a temporary 
gain. They were immediately driven 
out of the trench in which they had 
won a foothold, by a-vigorous French 
coujter-altack. The short-lived suc- 
cess was scored, according to the 
French communique, with the aid of 
Jets of liquid fire. 

The British bave taken 350 pris- 
oners during the last 24 hours, They 
cepulsed a violent counter-attack 
north-eust of Pozieres and another 
north of Ginchy, In reviewing the 
week's advance, the afternoon state- 
ment Issued at headquarters says the 
British since last Sunday have pusb- 
ed their front forward 6,000 yards to 
a depth varying between 300 and 
3,000 yards. The important points 
netted by the seven days’ advance are 
the Falfemont farm, Leuze Wood, 
and the ‘Villages of Gaillemont and 
Ginchy. 

‘Philip Gibbe, telegraphing-to The 
London Datly Telegraph, states that 
of the German garrison of 2,000 at 
Guillemont hardly one escaped. All 
were dead, wounded, or prisoners.

of vessels which brought the sight- 
seers from Montreal, Murray Bay, 
and other places. 

At sunrise the tugs with the great 
pontoon that carried the final span 
moved up the river with the tide 
from Sillery towards the ‘bridge. The 
span was 650 feet long, 88 feet wide, 
110 feet from ita base to the highest 
point, and weigbed five thousand six 
hundred tons. The decks of all the 
steamers were crowded with anxious 
spectators watching the slow pro- 
grees of the pontoon, and it was near- 
ly 8 o'clock when the tugs brought 
the span precisely into position and 
securely fastened the great hoisting 
tackle, which was to place it In posi- 
tlon and complete tne bridge. 

This achievement was ace! 
by shrill whistles from the tugs, 
which was immediately taken up and 
repeated by the many vessels that 
filled the river. The crowds on botb 
banks rolled back a deafening cheer 
and the work of hoisting the span 
into place began. It had been esti- 
mated that the ascept would be at 
the rate of two feet every twelve 
minutes, 

After perhaps a half hour those 
even most distant from the scene of 
operation could see that the great 
span was ip the clear and was stead- 
fly making its upward climb. e 
but entirely In 
accordance with the schedule plan- 
ned and announced by the engin- 
eers, Many spectators considered 
the great job as practically complet- 
ed, and the vessel containing the 
Parliamentarians and newspaper 
men Was preparing to return to Que- 
bec. Then, whether by accident or 
design, there was another wild but 
concerted outburst of enthusiasm, 
By this time the sun was shining 
with dazzling brightness and the sil- 
ver ripples of the St. Lawrence flush- 
ed like diamonds in the sunlight. 
Men on all sides were shaking hands 
and congratulating one anéther 
upon the successful completion of a 
great national enterprise. The hun- 
dreda of vessels within view of the 
bridge again emitted their shrill 
chorus of whistles, fags were waved 
and crowds were cheeriog, when sud- 
denly, without notice or warning, 
the great span broke from the tackle 
an plunged into the river below. 

Just what really happened is hard 
to tell. Talking to a correspondent 
Monday Sir Herbert Ames said he 
was one of a group of twelve who 
saw the disaster and all of them dif- 
fered radically in their recollection 
of what occurred. The best opinion, 
however, seems to be that the plates 
in one corner of the span crumpled, 
causing the span -to sag- .at._that 
point, and then to buckle and tear 
loose from the hoisting gear and 
plunge Into the river. The officials 
of the St. Lawrence Bridge Co., the 
contractors on the work, pointed out 
Monday afternoon’ that the hanging 
girders and the entire hoisting ap- 
Daratus were atill intact and in 
place, Pieces of plate belonging to 
the missing span still adbere.. The 
defect therefore must have been in 
the materia! of the span itself. An 
oficial investigation will be ordered 
by the Government without delay. 

The news of the great Ulsaster 
plunged the ancient capital into the 
deepest gloom. While it seems to be 
understood that the Government will 
persevere in the great enterprise 
which has already cost millions of 
dollars and nearly one hundred lives, 
there are those who believe that the 
bridge should still be located further 
up-stream where the river Is nar- 
rower and shallower, and where it 
would be possible to have three 
Pieces instead of two and thus do 
away with the necessity of a span 
eighteen hundred feet long. At this 
writing it Is believed that the toll of 
the dead will not exceed ten, | al- 
though a greater number of men are 
reported missing by the St. Lawrence 
Bridge’ Co, Three men are in the 
hospital. Several others, however, 
who went down with the work escap- 
ed without injury. 

A cry of anguish went up from the 
onlookers as the steel rushed to its 
watery bed. Women shricked, men 
stood dumbfounded, while the engin- 
eers, bridger_en, and those interest- 
ed in'the building of the brige could 
scarcely hold back the tears which 
welled to their eyes. It was as if 
they had lost a great friend,

The predominance of artillery which we now 
enjoy ensures that these advances will be made 
with the minimum loss of life. The French are 
slowly but surely winning back the ground lost 
at Verdun.

They must accept the condi- 
tions which the Allies offer and conform their 

movements to those of their enemies, now 
stronger and gradually growing still stronger. 

It is inevitable, we think, that the Teutons 
must shorten their widely extended battle line:

The accompanying illustrations re- 
present a residence built by Mr. H. C. 
Long, of Toronto, -which has been 
built with the idea of compactness as 
far as possible in a large residence. 
Many large residences are thrown to- 
gether with no idea whatever of 
saving space. People seem to think 
that because they have one hundred 
square feet of land to-build upon they 
can utilize the majority of it for their 
house. In the accompanying illus- 
trations it will be noticed that this 
‘house is lald out on a square plan 
throughout as near as possible.

This has been especially 
true of most of the creedal teachings 
given us in the name of the Lord. 
They must be swallowed without 
reasoning »r not at all; for they are 
too unreasonable to be received by 
any logical mind. In this connection 
I think of an incident which well 
illustrates my point. On one occa- 
sion a gentleman who had been giv- 
tug the Bible some study related to 
me a conversation which he had re- 
cently had with his pastor, a Presby- 
terian minister. The gentleman had 
said to his pastor, “1 cannot qutie 
accept some of the statements of the 
Confession of Faith; for I cannot un- 
derstand them.” The winister re- 
pHed, ~“ “You hare taken the matter 
in a wrong lght altogether. When

The Lord, on the contrary, says to 
us: “Come, let us REASON to- 
gether.” “God appeals to man’s rea 
son; and every feature of the Divine 
Plan, when understood, !s thorough- | 
ly logical and worthy of our great 
Creator. It is only reasonable’ to ex- 
pect that God, who gave man reason- 
ing faculties, would give us a revela- 
tion of His Plan which would appeal 
to our reason, Man was created fo 
the Image of God; and even though 
eur race Is now in a fallen condition, 
the Lord still appeals to man’s rea- 
son, a3 our text shows. 

The Word of God ia in every way 
logical and beautiful; and our Joy 
has been in proportion as we have 
heeded His Message and responded 
to it. When He invites His people 


‘| to reason with Him, He means that 


we are to search His revealed Word, 
the Bible, to find the true explana- 
tion for man’s present condition, to 
discover the Lord’s Plan relating to 
mankind, to exercise our minds in 
regard to God's declarations. What 
would be the use of having braids if 
we merely absorb a teaching, with- 
out having any mental Ondératand- 
ing of the subject? To study with 
a View to finding what reason God 
gives us along lines of vital import- 
ance—this constitutes true Bible 
study. > 
Man’s Keason Handicapped by Error 

While the lower animals are en- 
dowed to a very Umited degree with 
the faculty of reason, yet of all the 
animal creation man alone is able to 
reason upon a high plane, He alone 
possesses moral faculties and ability 
to reason with his Creator through 
that Creator’s revealed Word. In the 
present fallen conéiition of the race, 
some can reason better than others. 
Phrenologists can determine by the 
size and the shape of a man’s head 
what are his natural mental endow- 
ments. They can give a very good 
description of a man’s hatural dis- 
position—what he would be likely to 
do and what not to do, 

But no phrenologist can determine 
the character of a Christian as such 
—as a New Creature in Christ; fora 
Christian of ‘ considerable develop- 
ment has so far overcome many of 
his natural weaknesses that he is 
much nobler in character than the 
shape of his head would seem to in- 
dicate. He now has a new will, a 
new mind—the mind of Christ.

Dark Ages. There were twelve hun- 
dred years during which the Bible 
was not studied at all) Then came 
the Reformation, after which the 
Bible came back into the hands of 
God's people, and they began to 
study itagain. But their poor heads 
were more or less confused with the 
errors of thé creeds formulated daur- 
ing those twelve centuries when the 
Bible was set aside; aud it would not 
be expected that they would be able 


ceptation. Wé& can now meot together 
and reason as God’s*people in bar- 
mony with His inspired Revelation— 
the Bible. Our own poor, imperfect 
reasoning, perverted by the false, 
teachings centuries, would bea 
“very unreliable guide and would 
surely, lead. us astray if we were un- 
aided from Aboyr, as our text sus- 
gests. But reasoning according to the 
instructions of Scripture clarifies our 
minds, and leads us ont ofthe be- 
wildering darknssz of error {nto the 
light of God as !: shines from the 
face of our Kedcemer and Lord, 
Jesus Christ. ee 

As Bible students we are learning 
that there is a ben tiy and a harmony 
in the Bible that !s not to be found 
elsewhere, when the Word of God is 
rightly divided. (2 Timothy 3: 15- 
17; 2:15.) As long as we reason 
within the lines of Diving Revelation 
we are on safe ground. What do any 
of us know regar-fing the origin and} 
the destiny of tan save as we are 
iustructed by the “Lord? “Nothing 
whatever! No matier how much any 
man may boast of his knowledge anc 
his wisdom, he knows nothing aboui 
these important subjects pertaining 
to our everlasting future except ar 
information is given from Heaven. 
As the Inspired Apostle Paul de- 
clares, the Word of God Is sufficient. 
that the man of God may be thor 
oughly furnished. We have no-other 
source.of knowledse respecting our 
Creator and His purposes. We mus: 
have a “Thus szith the Lord” for 
every item of our faith, = 


Provision for Man's Deliverance. 


Nearly all the theology of the 
Bible stands related to sin—how sin 
came Into the world, what are its ¢f- 
fects, how God views it, how we 
should view it, how man Is to get rid 
of it, what means God will adopt to 
rift mankind out of their present de- 
gradation to sin and to restore the 
race to perfection and everlasting 
life.”

God's Word declares that our great 
Creator made man, not In the image 
of an ape, but in the Divine image, 
and crowned him with honor and 
glory, setting man over the beasts of 
the earth, the fishes of the sea, and 
the birds of the eld. Nan was to be! 
an earthly king, only “a ltue lower | 
than the angels." (Genesis 1: 26- 
28, 31; Psalm 8: 4-3.) This great 
man, this perfect’ wan, Adam, was 
our father, a human son of God. 
{Luke 3:38.) The Heavenly Father 
has not said this about any one since 
Adam's disobedieuce and fall into 
ain, except In the case of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who came to earth a 
wan, transferred from His glorious 
prehuman condition to man’s estate, 
in order tuat He might’ give His 
human nature a Ranusom-sacrifice for 
Adam and all who fell in him, 

Adam waa put on trial in Eden 
with the understanding that if he 
remained obedient to his Creator hé 
could live forever; but that if he was 
disobodieat, hefwould dle. He dis- 
obeyed; and the death penalty was 
pronounce upon him-.“Dying, thou 
shalt die.”" (Genesla 2:17, margin.) 
Immediately he began to dic-—not in-- 
stant death, but a gradual dying 
process.

The Two Salvations. 

But although God has provided a 
great Saviour for the fallen race of 
Adam, and although the death of our 
Lord’ Jesus is sufficient for the sins 
ofthe whole world, the world bas 
not yet received the benefits of that 
death.

Scotch Hilts. 


The kilt is a style of dresa that is 
immensely old, The soldiers of As- 
ayrian kings are said to have worn a 
sort of kilt, while the mountaineezs’ 
of the Balkans regard it as indispens- 
able. It seems to have been worn in 
Scotland from prehistoric times, and, 
according to some authorities, was 
at one time only the plaid worn 
across the shoulders. In cold wea- 
ther part of it was twisted round 
the waist, Kilted regiments are com- 
paratively modern, as the first High- 
land, troops, the Black Watch, were 
recruited in 1725, and were called 
by their now historic name owing to 
the sombre color of their tartans— 
black, blue, and green. When they 
were originally raised each company 
wore the tartan of its commadding 
officer, and when banded together in 
one regiment a special one was de- 
signed to prevent Jealousy. The Sea- 
forths wear the Mackenale * tartan, 
the Argyll and Sutherland the Camp- 
bell, and the Gordons and Camerons 
tartans known by the names of those 
clans.

ever and whenever they may take 
place, they will be worth while, The 
local fair, and especially the Country, 
fair, fs an institution which has had 
its birth and development in the Unit- 
ed States. Some sort of fair is main- 
tained in every country, as an exhi- 
bition of the agricultural wealth and 
thrift ofthe community, but-in no 
other country are these fairs main- 
tained ‘according to: the association 
method which {s so common in this 
country. The fairs of Spain have long 
been noted. Read Don Quixote and 
note that more reference is made to 
fairs than to any other Yorm of as- 
sembly or amugement. Granting all 
this, however, sight must not be lost 
of the fact that fairs in old Spain 
were on the carnival order, and com- 
bined the exh{bition of agricultural 
products with shows, sports,’ games 
and other forms of amusement—and 
it must be admitted that there is a 
strong tendency in that direction at 
the later-day fairs in our own coun- 
try. 

But the crops in olden times were 
not so numerous nor so diversified as 
they are now. Agriculture was not 
carried to the extent of development 
which is common today, and which is 
a logical outcome of these organiza- 
tions where nelghbors vie with one 
another in the quality of products. 
While the quality of production in an- 
cient times cannot be questioned 
there fs every reason for believing 
that individuals in those times did 
not enter so much into competition in 
proportion to the population, as is 
the case under present conditions of 
independent farming. 

Even though the County or Btate 
fair may have departed considerab- 
ly from the original plan, and may 
have drifted toward the 
idea, there is every evidence of a 
sustained and increasing Interest in 
the strictly agricultural , phases of 
the fnstitution. There is no com- 
plaint that the quality of exhibits 
have deteriorated. On the contrary 
there is a general sentiment that 
each successive fair brings rather 
better exhibits—and that is precisely 
what is desired. Anything that fs 
conductive to progress and improve- 
ment in agriculture is to be com- 
mended and encouraged. The fall 
fair is a blessing.—Manchester (New 
Hampshiré) Union.

The Presbyterian Church in 
Canada is the result of a similar un- 
fon. There bas grown up between the 
Methodists and Presbyterians in Can- 
ada a spirit of tolerance which, hay- 
ing existed for many years, now rip- 
ens into the fruit of organic — union, 
and which we yenture to hope will 
attract other communions and lead 
to the formation of the Prostestant 
Church in Canada. } 

The purpose for which Christ ‘es- 
tablished His Church was to regen- 
erate.the world.. Whatever contri- 
butes to the advancement of this 
object must surely be in accordance 
with the will of God. As The Sentinel 
sees it, the union of the Protestant 
bodies should facilitate this high and 
holy purpose. It is not merely that 
concentration of forces for greater 
and more effective services is desir- 
able. for administration, but the de- 
velopment of a higher Christfan spir- 
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it' that will bring © men into. closer. 
bonds of helpful’ brotherhood, and to’ 
destroy what remains ‘of factional:

15 officers, were taken by the French 
in the day's advance. 

Saturday night's report reads: 

“To-day (Saturday), south of the 
Ancre we continued ‘our attack in cer- 
tain localities, and further progress 
has been made. Since yesterday we 
advanced to a depth of from one to 
two miles-on a front of six miles. 

“The nimber of prisoners taken 
to-day is over 1,700, of whom 51 
are officers. The total number of 

risoners captured in the fighting of 

e last two days is over 4,000, of 
whom 116 are officers. 

“Up to the present six.guns and 
over fifty machine guns are reported 
to have been taken or destroyed, 
and a considerable quantity of war 
material has been captured.

PALESTINE BOMBED. 


British, Seaplanes Drop Explosives 
on Railway Junction. 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—The follow- 
ing report was issued by the British 
War Office Sunday: 

“Between August 25 and 29 a se- 
ries of attacks and reconnaissances 
upon the enemy's railway communi- 
cations in Palestine were carried out 
by a British seaplane squadron 
under somewhat hazardous condi- 
tions, due to the fact that the rail- 
way runs for the most part bebind a 
range of mountains difficult f6r sea- 
planes to surmount. 

“Bombs were dropped on Afuleh 
Junction,» where considerable dam- 

wage was done to the rolling stock and 
stores in the vicinity. A railway en- 
gihe and fotrteen carriages were 
set afiire and destroyed. The rail- 
way stations at Tulkerm and Ar 
dana and an enemy camp four miles 
to the. north-west: were successfully 
bombarded and severely damaged. .

Canadians in Attack on Thiepyal. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 19.—Despatches 
reached here confirm the  brilliunt 
capture of Mouquct farm by the Ca- 
nadjan troops. This was thought by 
the Germans to be an fmpregnable 
redoubt, but it fell before the men 
from Canada, When” the details 
have been received and the story 
written it will rank as one of the 
most glorious feats In military his- 
tory. Nothing could stop the onrush 
of the Canadians, and importance of 
the capture cannot be overestimated. 

That the losses will be heavy is 
certain, but the reports recelved In- 
dicate that the losses of the Germans 
apposed to them were far greater. 

The area around Mouquet Farm 
was given to the Canadians as theirs 
to conquer,. It was to be their part 
in the greatest battle so far of the 
war, There was no faltering. They 
simply did what was expected of 

m. 

The work has cleared the way for 
the attack on Thiepval on thelr left, 
which is also considered by the Ger- 
mans as impregnable. The Can- 
adians are now beyond it and it is 
thus also besieged {rom the territory 
they have conquered. Its garrison 
consists of picked troops of Prussia. 
Equally as fine troops have fallen be- 
fore the Canadizns in the battling of 
the last few days, and the issue will 
be awaited with confidence on this 
side of the Atlantic. 


People Appeal to Grevk King. 

PARIS, Sept. 19.--The popula- 
tions of Mitylene and Lemnos have 
addressed appeals to King Constan- 
tine beseeching him to adopt a na- 
tional policy and save the nation and 
his throne, says a despatch to the 
Havas agency from Athens, 

Colonel Lelakis, who is now at Sa- 
lonica, says the correspondent, de- 
clares that Commander Hadjopoutos 
of the Kavala garrison, announced 
to vhe officers there that Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg has assured 
him that the Greck army had been 
made prisoner as a result of Bul- 
garian demand. Former Premier 
Venizelos wept on learning that the 
colors of a certain regiment at Ka- 
vala had fallen into the hands of the 
Bulgarians,

LONDON, Sept, 19.—The Russians 
have resumed the drive on Lem- 
berg with full vigor. Tho’ Petrograd 
War Office announced Sunday night 
that the Russians have captured Teu- 
ton positions south of Brzegany, 46 
miles south-east of Lemberg, taking 
14 officers and 657 Turkish soldiers. 

In an encircling movement against 
Halicz, 60 miles south of the Galic- 
jan capital, the Russians have taken 
3,174 German prisoners, including 
34 officers, The fall of Haljicz ia ex- 
pected hourly.

Seven pounds of plums, one pint of 
cider vinegar, four pounds of sugar, 
two tablespoonsful of broken cinna- 
mon bark, half es much of whole 
cloves and the same of broken nut- 
meg.

The Recipe

The 
hogs were in a pen near by but all of 
these, about twenty-five in number 
were forced out in time. The pen was 
soon burned. 

In addition to the horses, the hens 
and ducks were all burned. The 
barns contained the season’s crop. 
This included 30 loads of hay, 500 
‘bushels of oats and quantities of 
rye and wheat. The farm implements 
were all likewise destroyed a8 well as 
large quantities of straw. 

The entire loss will be in the 
neighborhood of $4000. Against this 
there is insurance of $4,500 which 
policy however, covers also the resi- 
dence and drivehouse. The net loss 
therefore will be heavy. 

Hundreds of willing helpers came

ANOTHER VICTIM 
PAYS THE PRICE 


Pte. Milton Uaniariosrt Pays 
the Supreme Sacrifice—Last 


Section. 


The community was greatly shock. 
ed tO ascertain this morning that Pte. 
Milton Vandervoort, a bright, popu- 
lar West Belleville boy, son of Mr. 
Addison Vandervoort, Deputy County 
Registrar, had been killed in action 
on Sept. 9th. A.brief message, con- 
veying the sad intelligence was re- 
eetved by his father this forenoon. 

Pte. Vandervoort was one of the 
first to volunteer his services at the 
commencement of the war. He left 





brief training at Valcartier proceed- 
éd overseas. He took part in the ma- 
jority of the important engagements 
after his arrival at the front. He 
was wounded fn the arm with shrap- 
nel at Givenchy and some months ago 
his name again appeared in the casu- 
alty lists as suffering from shock. 

He was the last remaining member 
of the section commanded by Sergt. 
Chas. Gibson, all his companions 
having been killed or wounded. 

Sergt. Gibson when he learned of 
Pte. Vandervoort’s death this morn- 
{ng was deeply affected and spoke in 
enthusiastic terms of the heroism 
and devotion of his young comrade- 
in-arms who had answered the es 
roll call. 

-Capt. E. D, O’Flynn, when Inform- 
ed by The Ontario that another of the 
original company had been summon- 
ed, was also deeply moved. 

“He was as fine and brave a boy as 

ever left Belleville” sald Capt. 0’- 
Flynn. “He was enthusiastically de- 
voted to duty and no sacrifice was 
too great, no post too dangerous, and 
no part of the work too arduous for 
him to. undertake. 
ready, always willing, always on the 
job. - The second battalion has lost 
one of its most gallant members and 
Belleville one of her most patriotic 
sons.” 

“There are now only four left at 
the front of the original fifty-five in- 
fantry-men who left Belleville in 
August 1914,”” added Capt. O'Flynn 
reminiscently.

These conditions are the total con- 
demnation of the Zeppelin as a legitimate weap- 
on of war. Raids on definite military objectives, 
by aircraft under contro) and abletto aim de- 
liberately at a visible target, are undoubtedly 
according to the rules of war; and if incident- 
ally they do damage to the civilian population, 
that does not condemn them, provided that their 
object is clearly military. But raids in the dark- 
ness by airships which do not know where they 
are going, which cannot pick out their targets, 
and which must discharge ninety-nine out of a 
hundred of their bombs upon undefended towns 
and villages, are mere, exhibittons of frightful- 
“ness and ought to be disallowed by any code 
which admits that the civilian population is en- 
titled to protection. ~ 

But, as the Westminster Gazette remarks, 
the Germans have got Zeppeling on their brains, 
and their rulers feed them with the most fantas- 
tic tales of the results of their raids. To read 
German newspapers, one might suppose that a 
large part of London was in ashes, and its popu- 
lation a prey to panic which will shortly result 
’ ina humble suing for peace and mercy. The 
mob became delirious at Hamburg three weeks 
- 2go when the aged and homicidal Count .Zeppe- 
lin addressed them from the balcony of his hotel 
and said that he had behind him a man “who 
was over London last night.” To the German 
imagination England is a small country, so 
densely populated that a bomb can fall nowhere 
without killing men and women and destroying 
factories and arsenals. That vastly the greater 
part of fis area is still rural and that the im- 
mnense majority of the bombs fall harmlessly in 
unfrequented fields does not occur to them. Af- 
ter each raid there is an army of neutral observ- 
ers from England, which they have hastily 
evacuated as no place for inoffensive foreign- 
ers, and eager to tell the German newspapers 
of the devastation and consternation which have 
been wrought by German bombs. ‘And so the 
cry goes up that a way has at last been found 
of dealing with the hated islanders, and the 
worst charge that can be laid against the Imperi- 
al Chancellor by his enemies is that he wishes 
to restrain not only the submarines but the Zep- 
Pelins, Even the mild theologian Harnack, who 
has been employed to make speeches for the 
“honorable peace” campaign, was obliged to ex- 
plain hastily after one of them that he has no 
scruples against the Tuthless jand unlimited use 
of Zeppelins.

Frankford’s 1916 -fall fair has 

passed into history, adding to the re- 
cord of success which the agricultur- 
al society has been scoring for years. 
The annual exhibition was held on 
Thursday and Friday of this week and 
more than fulfilled the expectations 
of the officials. Good crowds, fine 
and numerous exhibits, fair weather 
and excellent races made yesterday 
a day long to be remembered. 
& The opening day, Thureday, was 
devoted to the entry arrangement and 
judging of exhibits in the hall 
Friday saw the entry of stock and the 
exhibition set in full swing. 

Thursday night's electric storm did 
not seem to have any illeffect on 
the attendance, although undoubtedly 
some from a distance were detained 
by weather prospects. The race track 
was exceedingly heavy in places and 
this condition had its effect upon the 
speeding events. 

The village of Frankford was early 
on Friday morning the scené of. bust- 
ling activity the like of which that 
thriving place sees every autumn. 
Most of, the residents in the Trent 
Valley district drive to Frankford 
fair in carriages, alhough the automo- 
biléTs not by any means an unseen 
conveyance. More buggies were seen 
on the grounds than would be gather- 
ed together at any other fair in a ra- 
dius of fifty miles. As usual in » dis- 
trict where horses still hold their own 
against the automobile, the horses 
which brought thelr owners to Frank- 
ford yesterday were well groomed 
and high class.

7 successful rallies were held oh Sun- 
day afternoon and evening in Grif- 
fin’s Opera House. 

In the afternoon after the singing 
of the National Anthem, Dr. H. 
Yeomans, President of the Civic Wel- 
fare League, acting as chairman, 
called the gathering 
to sing the Doxology in eratitade for 
the advent of prohibition. “Praise 
God from Whom all Blessings Flow 
was sung with great enthusiasm by 
the audience.

“I found Belleville very dry. We 
have glided from the turmoil of li- 
cense to the peace of prohibition in a 
way that surpriséd us. Wehave in 
the Ontario Temperance Act one of 
the best Jaws ever put upon any sta- 
tute book. We must have faith in 
our laws. It is good because of what 
it prohibits. It prevents sale for ber- 
erage in Ontario, or having in pos- 
session, except in private houses, 
and drinking of lquor procured 
from a blind pig or for scientific or 
medical purposes. It allows, sur- 
rounded by safeguards, sate for 
medical, scientific or sacramental 
purposes.” , 

The emphasis laid by the liquor 
traffic on the minor defect of deliv- 
ery from breweries shows the extent 
to which the lawlers liquor interes 
will go. This loophole does not facil- 
jtate delivery one hour, and only 
saves fifteen cents per dozen bottles 
of ale. So the liquormen had _ better 
not “‘crow’’. 

The price of getting drunk is rais- 
ed Toronto from $1*and costs to $10 
and costs. A second ofience is three 
months fn jall, Sale of liquor is pun-

“I think the evidence -is- sufficient 
sO prove that the. bottles in the 
grips contained liquor as defined by 
the Act, and I think it has also been 
proven that more than two gallons 
were found on defendan’t premises, 
Section 2 (1 of the Liquor Act) will’ 
I think, cover this case. Section 99 
of the Liquor Act, provides ‘where- 
upon a prosecution of. any person 
under this Act for the sale or keep- 
Ing for sale of Mquor without the 
license required by law, the Magis- 
trate before whom such prosecution 
is brought finds that liquor exceed- 
ing two gallons in quantity was 
kept upon the premises occupied by 
such person, the keeping or having 
upon such premises or any»bar-pump 
or other appliances commonly used 
in a bar-room, shall be conclusive 
evidence that such liquor was kept

“allied onslaughts yesterday. These strongholds of the German 
‘line north of the Somme have resisted every attack for the las' 
month. But in the new sweep that has carried the Entente forces 
beyond the enemy’s first systems of defence they were forced t 
“yield. 

Combles, the.key to the Bapaume-Peronne line, was wo 
‘in'a joint attack. While the British moved into the town from 
the north, storming the last of the battered defences, the Frenc! 
“advanced from the south. A day of furious combat followed 
and at its close the Germans surrendered. 

Thiepval, a bastion of the front lying south of Bapaume 
was carried by Haig’s troops in the afternoon in a swift’ thrus 
that took them over a high ridge beyond and into the strong} 
‘ortified Hohenzollern redoubt to the east. Two other villages 
‘were seized in the attack. Gueudecourt was taken by-the Brit- 
ish, and the conquest of Fregicourt was completed by the French 
who also took.a wood east of the St. Vaast Forest. These lay 
‘in the path of the allied drive eastward, which purposes to 
force a wedge between Bapaume and flank the German positions 
on the Bapaume plateau. 
In the renewed offensive the allied troops have taken more 
- than 3,000 prisoners up to the afternoon reports. A vast store of 
‘supplies and ammunition which the Germans had not time to 
withdraw was captured in underground passages in Combles. 
Thus the allied strokes are again hammering east and north 
The capture of Combles opens the way for a further advance 
over the national highway from Peronne to Bapaume, while

His Life for the Great Cause, 


We are pleased to reproduce a 
photo-engraving of Corporal Thomas 
Vance, son of William Vance of Con- 
secon, who surrendered his life in, or- 
der that freedom’ might live, “‘some- 
where in France,”’ on Tuesday, Au- 
gust lst. From The Daily Ontario of 
Aug. 21 we copy the following report 
of how he died gallantly fighting the 
enemies of his country,— : h 

“Corporal Vance enlisted ag a pri- 
yate with the Fifteenth battalion at 
Belleville at the outbreak of the war. 
He was then serving as a section man 
with the C.N.R. on the section im- 
mediately west of this city and made 
{t his home with his parents who then 
resided at Jones’ Creek, Front of 
Sidney, 

He proceeded overseas with the Ist 
contingent and took part in the great 
battle of Langemarck where he re- 
ceived a dangerous wound, a rifle 
bullet passing through his hips, From 
this injury he lay in hospital at 
Shorneliffe for eight months. 

During his stay in England he was 
advanced to the office of corporal and 
made one of the military police at 
Shorncliffe camp. 

He returned to the front and about 
a year after receiving his first wound 
he had another huirsureadth escape 
from instant death. A bursting shell 
completely buried him under the 
earth but his companions rescued him 
fn time to prevent suffocation. From 
shell-shock he subsequently spent ten 
daya at the base hospital 

Again he returned to the front and 
passed through the great battle of

The military damage inflicted was 
negligible, ‘according to ‘Sir Jobn 
French’s reports, which follow: = 

“The latest reports show that pro- 
bably not more than 12 airships par- 
ticipated ‘in Saturday ‘night's raid. 
Police reports from’ the provinces In- 
dicate that the <ymage done was 
slight. At one town in East: Mid- 
lands a’number of bombs were 
dropped and two persons were killed 
and 11 injured. It is feared twe 
more bodies are buried under tha 
rulns.. In’ this town some damage 
was caused to the railway station 
and about a dozen houses and shops 
were wrecked or damaged. A chapel 
and storehouse were s€teafire. With 
this exception no other casualties 
are reported outside of the metro- 
politan area. Although a large num- 
ber of bombs were dropped promis- 
cuously over the districts visited, the 
material damage was insignificant. 
A great number of the bombs fell 
into the sea and into open places. 

“The metropolitan casualties are / 
17 men, 8 women, and 3 children 
killed; 45 men, 37 women, and 17: 
children injured. A considerable 
number of small dwelling-houses and 
shops were demolished or damnged~ 
and a number of fires were caused. 
Two factories sustained injury and 
some empty ‘railway trucks were de- 
stroyed, and the permanent ways 
slightly damaged in two places. 

“No reports have been received of 
any military damage.” 

Orew of Zeppelin Arrested. 

The commander and twenty mem- 
bers of the crew. of the Zeppelin 
which was forced to lshd near an 
Essex coast town were arrested by 
the village constable as they were 
marching along the road in the 
blackness of the night, according to 
the latest “eye-witness” account.» 

“I am the commander of a German 
airship that has just come down, and 
these are my crew,” said the leader 
of the men when accosted by the 
constable. Then the officer added: 
“Please allow me to go to the near- 
est post-office so that I may telephond 
someone in London who will let my 
wife know I am safe." 

Special constables came up and 
the prisoners were marched to the 
nearest detention camp, where it was 
found several of them. were wounded.

The Northern Ontario — forest 
fire of July 29th last takes rank as 
the third miost serious fire catas- 
trophe in the history of this con- 
tinent. The Hinckley fire in Minne- 
sota, 1894, was responsible for 418 
lives and the burning over of 160,- 
000 acres. ‘The famous Peshtigo 
fire in Wisconsin, 1871, killed 
1500 and devasted $1,200,000 acres 
of timber. In 1825 occurred the 
Miramichi fire of New Brunswick 
ahd Maine, with a loss of 160 lives, 
six towns, 1000 head of cattle, and 
damage of 3,000,000 acres of’ for- 
ect. The Clay Belt fire in Ontario, 
with 262 Ives lost and 800,000 
acres of fire-swept takes its place 
with the great disasters of history. 
The Porcupine fire in 1911 killed 
84 persons.

Hohenzollern Galley 2 
large slices of territory, and by his 
victory over the Swedes in the his- 
toric battle of Ferhbellin in 1675 
he swept the Swedes from Pomeran- 
ia and took Stettin and. Straus- 
land. He increased the area of his 
dominion to over 40,000 square 
miles; he sugmented the revenue 
seven-fold and had an army unsur- 
passed in efficiency. Brandenburg 
was. now a power to be reckoned 
with. But this greatness had been 
acquired at the expense of the li- 
berties of the subject. The Landtag 
had been suppressed and its spirit 
quelled; the municipal corporations 
had ceased to exist; the substitution 
of the permanent excise for. subsi-

Coming of Frederick the Great 


Such was the condition of at- 
fairs when Frederick the Great as- 
cended the throne, His wars belong 
to the larger range of European 
history and are not pertinent here. 
What is pertinent and what inter- 
ests us today is the legacy of prin- 
ciples and of policy which this 
bright particular star of the Ho- 
henzollern family bequeathed — to 
his successors. and which have been 
treasured and practiced by them 
with religious devotion—notably by 
their present representative. 

This policy and these principles 
to be practised in time of peace and 
in war were crystalized, formulated 
and codified by. Frederick, ~.They 
are to be found in a treatise writ- 
ten by the great King’s royal hand, 
and entitled, “Les Matinees du Roy. 
de -Prusse”, and published in full 
{n Engilsh by Longman Green & 
Co., London, 1901. It is from. this 
edition that the quotations which 
follow are made, The work is a 
treatise on Kingcraft and is In the 
form of instructions in government 
addressed to his nepkew and heir to 
the crown, Prince Frederick Will- 
liam. The style fs famillar and in- 
formal, just what we would expect 
in confidential communications of 
this kind, 


Frederick's Philosophy 


He begins with the origin of the 
House of Hohenzoliern, which, he 
says, began like all other princely 
Houses In force and violence. Then 
he says: “Don't.blush; don’t be. a 
child anymoge. Know once for all in 
the matter of kingdoms each takes 
what he can and'no one {is ever 
wrong except when he has to give 
up what he has taken.’ 

To breed soldiers he.enconraged 
bastardy. He says: “I have taken 
care to give. in my regiments. the 
preference to ‘the fruits of their 
(the officers). amours. I mako* him 
who owes his existence to an officer 
an ensign and often enough an of- 
ficer in his turn.’’ 


A King Should Have No Religion 
“Religion,” he says “is absolute- 


ly necessary to a state; but a King 


{s not wise to haye any - himself. 
Nothing exercises a greater tyranny 
over the spirit and the heart than 
Feligion. Is it a question of a nelgh- 
boring province, an army of devils 
presents itself to our eyes to defend 
it? for we are weak enough to be- 
Meve-we would be committing an 
injustice. 

Again: “As for war, it is a pro- 
fession in which the smallest scru- 
ple would spoll everything. As a 
matter of fact, who is the honest 
man who would make war if he had 
not the right-Ao make rules what 
permit pillage, fire and carnage?”

Frederick's “Devotion” to Literature 

Why Frederick encouraged lit- 
crary and scientific men appears 
from the following: “You saw. -with 
what distinction I. treated Seri 
bert in his last voyage. I always 
made. him take his meals with . me 
and did nothing but praise him. 
You were surprised at the great 
atténtion I paid this author. You 
do not then know that this philos- 
pher {s Mstened’ to in Paris .ag an 
oracle, that he does nothing but 
speak of my talents, of my virtues, 
tnd’ everything he relates that 1 
have all the characteristics of a 
true hero and a great king. Vol- 
taire is not such a character, there- 
fore I drove his away.” 

He imposed on his subject as; 
follows: “Ip all I say I always have 
the alr of thinking only of my sub- 
jects” happiness. I put’ questions to 
nobles, bourgeois, and citizens, 
and I enter with them ‘into the 
smallest details. You remember him 
who pitied“me with all his heart on 
seelng my poor overcoat. The poor 
fellow did not~ know that I had a 
good coat underneath.” 

Frederick's “Love” for His Subjects

time everybody believes that in fre- 
quently visiting my States I am 
solely. actuated by love for my sub- 
jects.

My king- 
dom is a despotic: one and,. conse- 
quently, he who possesses it must 
be the sole ruler over it, If. did 
not travel’ over my states a gover- 
nor might by degrees assume my 
functions, wonld divest himself of
